Mitchell's Statement. 

Wilkeslmrre, I’n., July 31.—President 
Mitchell issued the following ntuteuieut 
today:

law. I have repeatedly warned the mm 
«*rs that the person* who violated Mu* 
law wen* the won*t enemies the strikers 
could have, and I have directed oiirlo. nl 
otheers and committee to la* constantly 
on the alert for any breach of the peace. 
-Our efforts in this direct hh« will be re¬ 
doubled. and 1 trust that judgment wdl 
lie withheld until the rcKiMitisifTdity of 
the trouble at Shenandoah has been pro- 
I'vrly located."

1 brumlt acted simply a* tho laws of 
honor required, that he had to tight to 
kill his opponent if desired.
